And  may  we  all  have  grace  to  be  faitiilul  to  God  and 
to  one  another  while  we  live,  and  be  finally  prepared,  through 
the  KedcHjmer's  merits,  for  admission  to  everlasting  fellowship 
w  ith  those  who  shall  be  "called  to  the  marriage-supper  of  the 
Lamb." 
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STANDING  RULES. 


Resolved^  That  members  of  tins  Cliureh  about  to  remove  to 
otlu  r  places,  will  be  exi)«'ct('(]  to  apj)!)'  for  letters  of  dismission, 
or  eeililieates  of  ebureh  membi  rslii}),  to  bi!  presculed  to  the 
Cliiirch  where  they  purpose  to  reside; — that  mend)ei'S  who 
shall  b(i  absent  with  certillcates,  will  be  expected,  aller  one 
year's  absence,  to  apply  for  hiltei's  of  dismission,  oi*  assi^^n 
reasons  for  not  doing  it ; — and  that  we  leel  it  a  duty  to  iuipure 
after  all  our-  absent  mend)ers  who  shall  not  comply  with  this 
resolution. 

Resolved^  That  mendicrs  of  sister  (Churches  who  (h'sin;  to 
commune  with  this  Church  more  than  one  year,  will  be 
expected  to  request  a  remoxal  of  their  church  I'elaiion  to  us, 
unless  there  are  special  reasons  tor  delay  ;  and  that  we  con- 
sider it  our  duty  to  inform  sister  Churches,  if  we  know  of  any 
of  thc'ir  mendx  rs  ri'siding"  among  us  who  do  not  attend  upon 
the  special  ordinances  of  the  Go-j>el  with  us,  or  who,  in  other 
respects,  conduct  themscdves  in  a  manner  incoilsistent  with 
their  Christian  profession. 

Resolved,  That  we  regard  it  as  irregular,  and  as  a  violation 
of  covenant  obligations,  for  any  member  to  withdraw  from 
our  connnunion  without  i'e(juesiing  a  hotter  of  disnnssion  and 
reconmiendation  to  a  sister  Church. 

Resolced^  That  we  l  egard  the  manulacture,  sah%  or  use  of 
ardent  si)irits  as  a  beverage,  in  the  midst  of  tlu;  light  which 
now  exists  in  our  country  on  the  subj(M;t,  as  inconsistent  with 
the  Christian  profession. 
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HISTORICAL  NOTICES. 


The  territory  comprised  in  the  present  town  of  Vernon 
was  originally  settled  by  persons  from  Windsor,  and  in  17()0 
became  a  parish,  by  the  name  of  North  Bolton,  formed  from 
the  towns  of  Bolton  and  A\^indsor.  It  was  incorporated  as  a 
town  in  1808.  Trevions  to  tlie  formation  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Society,  the  people  generally  attended  n|)on  the  ministrations 
of  the  Rev.  Thomas  White,  who  was  ordained  j)a>tor  of  the 
Church  in  Bolton,  in  October,  1725.  The  Chnreh  in  Vernon, 
composed  of  .thirty-live  meudicis  from  the  Chnreh  in  Bolton, 
was  formed  in  October,  17()2. 

On  the  2d  of  October,  18;>7,  tliirty-five  members  were 
dismissed  from  this  Church,  who  were,  with  others,  October 
2r)tli,  1837,  organiztid  as  the  Second  Congregational  Chnreli 
in  Vernon,  now  the  First  Congregational  Church  in  Roekville. 

On  the  18th  of  December,  18G0,  forty  one  mendxM's  wova 
dismissed  from  this  Church,  who  united  with  others,  March 
13th,  18G7,  in  forming  the  Congiegational  Church  in  Talcoti- 
ville. 

PASTORS. 

The  tirst  pastor,  tlu'  He  v.  Kim.nkzkr  KEi.LOGG,  was 
ordained  November  24th,  1702.  He  died  September  od,  1817, 
in  the  81st  year  of  his  age,  and  tint  5.3th  year  of  liis  ministry 
in  this  place. 

The  Rev.  William  Ely  was  ordained  March  11th,  1818; 
.and  was  dismissed  February  21st,  1822.  He  died  at  Wor- 
cester, Mass.,  November  2d,  1850,  aged  58. 

The  Rev.  Amzi  Benkdigt  was  installed  June  oOtli,  1824  ; 
and  was  dismissed  February  lOtli,  1830.  He  died  at  Brook- 
lyn, N.  Y.,  November  17th,  185G,  aged  G5. 
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The  R(3v.  Chestkr  Humphrey  Avas  ordained  October  4th, 
1832.    He  died  April  IStli,  1843,  agvd  40. 

The  R(  y,  Albert  Smith,  D.  D.,  was  installed  i\Iay  21st, 
1845;  and  was  dismissed  by  a  Council  convened  Septenihiu* 
6th,  1854,  the  pastoral  relation  closin«;-  on  the  8tli  of  Ocloher, 
1854.  He  died  at  Godfrey,  Madison  Co.,  111.,  April  2 1th, 
1803,  a<,red  59. 

The  Rev.  IMark  Tucker,  D.  D.,  was  installed  Api  il  15th, 
1857;  and  was  dismissed  hy  a  Council  convened  March  25th, 
18(>3,  the  pastoral  relation  closin<>'  on  the  1st  of  April,  1863. 

The  Rev.  Jesse  Brush  was  installed  June  13th,  18(')5; 
and  was  dismissed  by  a  Council  convened  March  26th,  1867, 
the  pastoral  relation  closing- on  the  1st  of  April,  1867. 

The  Rev.  Reuben  S.  Kendall  was  installed  October  1st, 
1867;  and  was  dismissed  January  IDth,  1871. 

The  Rev.  A:m(>s  S.  Ciiesi  brougii  began  his  labors  as 
Acting  Pastor,  Apj  il  1st,  1871.
